Tau history of the recent cracker prosecu- 
tions appears to deserve more than the pass- 
ing notice already given to it, So far ag we 
undorstand the ‘matter, it was one of the

the public for a very long time. Tt was not 
until the morning after Chiaa New Year's 
Day that it wos thought wocosary to give 
any intimation to the native population ro- 
garding the firing of crackers; and as‘it isa 
moral’ certainty that, if lett to. themaelva 
about New. Year's time, the natives. will in 
duige in firing off crackers, bang wont. the 
fire workn in all directions, not only on, New, 
Year’s Day, but, the following morning, when 
a large number of people were inaking 
their way tothe Race Course, ‘the pleasing 
. result being a crowd of prancing, kicking and 
’“;€aring horses and ponies on the road to the 
Valley. Fortunately nothing niore serious 
ocourred than that Inspector Oruer had « 
spill, which, by the way, ought properly to have, 
cecurred to the Carrain Surgetyrsxpzmr, 
who, it is a wonder, did: not fall on his own 
sword. Howorer, up to past eight o'clock. on 
the morning after China Now Year's Day:no 
notice had reached ¢ither Police or Chinesa 
on the subject of crackers, and constables were 
seen looking on with evidentemusement, while 
the natives were firing off their miniature 
bombs to the danger of passera-by. Tt seems, 


however, that on China New Year's night an {4,8

In 
consileration of their having acted in 
igsorance, Mr. Max, strictly following the
